The mediation -commission appointed 


by the President to promote peaceful 
industrial relations has submitted its 
findings and 
recommendations in re- 


garii to :lic labor disturbance which 
occurred in the copper-mining indus- 
try, in the Warren district of Arizona, 
during June nnd July, 1917. This dis- 
turbance culminated in the rounding 
up of 1.1S6 men'and their deportation 
to Columbus, N'. Mex., by the sheriff of 
Cochisc County and his deputies. 


According to the Official Bulletin for 


November 27, 1917, the President has 
acted on the recommendation that cor- 
tein features of the report be referred 
to the Attorney General and to the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission. 


Following is the report in full: 
Bisbee, Aris., November 6, 1917. 


The President:

last from the Warren district of Ari- 
zona, as well as the practices that fol- 
lowed such deportations, have deeply 
affected the opinions of laboring men, 
as well as the general public, through- 
out the country.

LMhe world wants peace, all but the military class which 
has managed ,to hold Germany in its grip, and a very few 


people in other countries with selfish interests at stake. In fact 
the only real obstacle to peace today is the military clique behind 
the kaiser. They realize that a peace now would mean their 
downfall immediately when peace is made. 


The German people have been fooled'into the belief that all 


the rest of the world was bound together in an unholy conspiracy 
to prevent their development along national lines, and that they 
were fighting the present war to preserve their national exist 
ence. .That belief was maintained for a considerable period af 


v ter the world war began. The first break came when the Rus 


sian people rose in revolt. 
The rise to power of Trotzky and; 


Lenine hastened the time, when this illusion would in a large 
measure be dispelled. The strikes and riots throughout the cen- 
tral powers during the last few weeks indicate that the spell is 
beginning to be cast off. 


The peace aims of the Bolsheviki Russian government were 


such as would be readily subscribed to be ninety per cent of the 
mass of the people of the world. There was no suggestion of a 
triumph for any nation. The principle of self determination, a 
principle that is a red rag in the eyes of junkers and imperialists, 


t 
found its best expression in the Russ peace aims. So popular 


I 
did this principle, and the accompanying statement become that 


|- allied diplomats revised their previous war aims with the result 


that for the first time the people of all the allied nations were 
almost a unit behind their governments. The German' diplo- 


• mats with their annexationist proposals earned the-contempt not 


! only of the rest of the world, but it now appears are iri for a 
warm time at home. 


-The center of action has for the time being been transferred 


from trie east and.west fronts to the home front. The Kaiser 
occupies an .unenviable position for the moment with the Hin- 
denburgs and the Ludendorffs on one side demanding a continu- 
ance of the war, and a million workers already striking as a pro- 
test against a war for the aims outlined in the Russ peace nego- 
tiations. 


The German people have the situation in their own hands 


today. If they force their government to an abandonment of 
their declared aims they will precipitate a'real discussion of 


. terms of peace. - 


Allies. 
Their memory still embar- 


rasses'the 
establishment of .industrial 


peace for the period of tho war, and it 
is indispensable to obtain and main- 
tain industrial peace if the war is to 
bo brought to tire quickest possible 
successful conclusion and if lives are 
not to be needlessly sacrificed. 


Safeguarding the Future 


The President's mediation commis- 


sion is charged rather with helping to 
secure 
peaceful 
industrial relations 


for the future than to sit in judgment 
upon the errors of the past. But it is 
impossible to make for peace in the 
future unless tho recurrences of such 
instances as 
are avoided, 
safeguarded against such recurrences 
unless a candid and just statement is 
made of the facts surrounding the 
Bisbec deportation and an understand- 
ing is had of .the condition:! which 
brought it about. Such candor is nec- 
essary for the guidance of all in their 
future conduct. Such candor is also 
necessary because if the truth be au- 
thoritatively set forth there will be 
no basis for any misrepresentation of 
the facts either through. ignorance or 
design. 


The President^ mediation commis- 


sion has therefore deemed it a duty, 
ivhich it could not avoid to undertake 
a thorough and .impartial, considera- 
tion of the. facts, surrounding the de- 
portations of the 12th of July and the 
practices which Tiave keen pursued 
since the deportation of officials nnd 
citizens of Cochise County. 


Findings By Commission 


After' hearing the representatives of 
the different elements involved in the 
deportation, both official and private, 
the President's, mediation commission 
makes these findings: 


(1) A strike was called in the War- 


ren district on June1 26, 1917, to be ef- 
fective the following day. While un- 
doubtedly the men sincerely felt that 
several grievances called for rectifica- 
tion by the companies, having regard 
to the. conditions'in this district'and 


ular Army officer in order to ascerti 
the need of troops. The • governor's 
recommendation was followed and an 
investigation of the situation in Bis- 
bec was made by an experienced 
offi- 


cer. Such investigation was made on 
June 30 and again on July 3, and after 
both investigations the officer report- 
ed that everything was peaceable and 
that troops were neither needed nor 
warranted under existing conditions. 


(-4) That the conditions in Bisbec 


were, in fact, peaceful and free from 
any manifestations of disorder or vio- 
lence is the testimony of reputable 
citizens, as well as of officials of the 
city and county, who are in a position 
to report accurately and speak without 
bias. 


Deported From Warren District 
(5) Early on the morning, of,July 12 


the; sheriff and a large armed force 
presuming to act as deputies under the 
sheriffs authority, comprising about 
2.000 men, rounded up 1,186 men in 
Warrfin' district to put them aboard 
train, and carried them to Columbus, 
N. Mex. Tl;e authorities at Columbus 
refused to permit those in charge of 
tho deportation to leave the men there, 
and the train carried them back to th» 
desert town of Hermonas, N. SIox, a 
nearby' station. The deportees -were 
wholly without adequate supply of 
food and water and shelter for two 
dRys. At Hcrmnnas the deported men 
were abandoned by the . guards who 
hai 
1. brought them and they were left 


to shift for themselves. The situation 
was brought to the attention of the 
War Department, and on July 14 the 
deportees were escorted by troops to. 
Columbus, N. Mex., where they were 
maintained by the Government until 
the middle of September. 


(6) According to an Army census of 


the deported men 199 were native-born 
Americans, 468 .were citizens, 472 were 
registered under the 
selective-draft 


law, and -133 were married.

born, over. 20 nationalities 


were represented, including 141 Brit- 
ish,. 82 Serbians, and 17D Slavs.
